gress. 

The report, made in answer to a 
resolution by Senator Harris (Dem.) 
of Georgia, also included a com- 
parison of the work done by the 
prohibition service from April T’t6 
Oct, 31 of this year and during the 
same period of last year. 

James M. Doran, Prohibition 
Commissioner, in a letter attached 
to the report, said a “marked im- 
provement” shown was “due to 
the Government's policy of concen- 
trating on investigative werk.”

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Rail- 
road presidents who conferred to- 
day with President Hoover were 
unanimous in their determination 
to co-operate in the maintenance 
of employment and business prog- 
ress. 

A White House statement issued 
after the conference said the rail- 
road presidents had stated that the 
railways which they represented 
“would proceed with full programs 
of construction and betterments 
without any reference to recent 
stock exchange fluctuations; that 
they would canvass the situation as:

sion and that amongst these par- 
ticular railways it appeared that 
the total volume of such construc- 
tion work already indicated an in- 
crease during the next six months 
over the similar period last year.” 

The conference lasted for little 
more than an hour, during which 
individual reports were made by 
the railroad presidents. 

Rail Executives’ Statement. 

The statement made on behalf 
of the railroad executives was as 
follows: 

“The railway presidents were 
unanimous in their determination 
to co-operate in the maintenance 
of employment and business prog- 
ress. It was stated that the rail- 
ways which they represented would 
proceed with full programs of 
construction and betterments with- 
out any reference to recent stock 
exchange fluctuations; that they 
would canvass the situation as to 
further possibilities of expansion, 
and that amongst these particular 
railways it appeared that the total 
volume of such construction work 
already indicated an in@rease dur- 
ing the next six months over the 
similar period of last year. 

“It was agreed that the whole 
question should be taken up at the 
meeting of the railway executives 
convening in Chicago next. Eriday. 
with view to securing c0-operation 
of all railways in the United States 
in such a program. At that time 
steps will be taken to canvass the 
railways to determine the exact 
amount of construction and better- 
ments which can be undertaken 
over the forthcoming year and dur- 
ing the next six months. 

“The railway executives felt that 
rit was desirable that similar con- 
ferences should be called in other 
industrial groups, and that some 
method of co-ordination of their 
different activities should be de- 
veloped.” 

Prospects that money will be 
available over the country at low- 
er interest rates for business were 
reported by memberg of the ad- 
visory council of the Federal Re- 
serve Board at a conference this 
afternoon with President Hoover. 

After the session, which lasted 
more than an hour, Gov. Roy A. 
Young of the Federal Reserve 
Board, issued this statement at the 
White House: 

“at a meeting of the Federal 
Advisory Council, the members of 
which represent the 12 Federal re- 
serve banking districts in the Unit- 
ed States, with the President, the 
general business situation was re- 
viewed and each member of the 
council reported that business and 
banking throughout his district are 
in sound condition and the pros- 
pects were that money will be 
available at lower. rates,”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—In the 
east room of the White House 
Presideht Hoover and other offi- 
clals at 11 a. m. tomorrow will pay 
a final mark of respect to James 
W. Good, Secretary of War, who 
died last night. 

Those attending the ceremonies 
will include Vice President Curtis, 
members of the diplomatic corpa, 
delegations from the “House and 
Senate as well as members of Mr. 
Good's family. After the services‘ 
the body will be taken to Union 
Station to be sent to Cedar Rapids, 
Ia., for burial. 

The public will not be admitted | 
to the White House, but after the 
services employes of the War De- 
partment will be permitted to en- 
ter to view the body. 

The body will be accompanied to 
Iowa by Mrs. Good, her two sons, 
Acting Secretary of War Hurley, 
Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief 
of staff, the Senate and House 
delegations, and Charles Francis 
Adams, Secretary of the Navy, as

“A Devoted Public Official.” 


President Hoover in a statement 
today said the passing of Secretary 
Good “removes a devoted public 
official.” 

“For most of his mature life he 
seryed the nation,” the President 
said, “earning the highest esteem 
for his abilities, his fine integrity 
and his courageous spirit. But the 
first thought of those who knew 
and loved him are not of his public 
service. 

“It is for his loyal and self-effac- 
ing friendship that thousands re- 
member him; and that affectionate 
association is now broken.” 


Period of Mourning Ordered. 

The capital is in mourning. Sec- 
retary of State Stimson issued a 
proclamation, at the direction of 
President Hoover, closing all ex- 
ecutive department offices in the 
city until 1 o'clock tomorrow, and 
ordered all flags on public build- 
ings in the country displayed at 
half-staff until Friday. 

At the White House, the other 
nine members of the Cabinet as- 
sembled for the usual Tuesday 
meeting with the President. The 
gathering was adjourned immedi- 
ately out of respect to Mr. Good. 
The regular Tuesday conference 
between the President and press 
correspondents also was canceled. 

The Belgian, German and I[Ital- 
ian Ambassadors called on Secre- 
tary of State Stimson today to ex- 
press both on behalf of their Gov- 
ernments and themselves regrets 
for the death of Secretary Good. 

Military honors to the memory of 
their late chief were ordered at all 
army posts today by the War De- 
partment. 

Death came at the end of a 
fight for a week against general 
blood poisoning, which set in after 
‘Mr. Good had undergone an emer- 
geney operation for gangrenous 
appendicitis. Throughout the 
week, the best that ' medical 
iscience could offer was used in an 
effort to. save his life, aided by a 
vitality amazing to his physicians 
whi¢h served to keep him alive 
long after ali hope of recovery had 
been abandoned.

Layne also 
was indicted. 

The agents, according to evidence 
presented to the grand jury, opened 
the suitcase in New York and 
found six full bottles and several! 
broken bottles of assorted whiskies. 
Agents Follow Trunk to Room 411. 

The express company attaches 
told the prohibition agents that the 
suitcase was only part of a ship- 
ment addressed to room 411, and 
that a trunk had already been de- 
livered in Washington. 

In Washington, the agents went 
to room 411 and asked Denison if he 
had recently received a trunk from 
Panama. He said that he still had 
it in his office, but that he did not 
have the key with him. He said 
that it contained only chinaware 
that had been sent him. 

While Denison was gone sever- 
al hours for the keys a prohibition 
agent remained in room 411. When 
the trunk finally wag opened it 
was found to contain 18 quarts of 
Scotch whisky and six quarts of 
gin. Denison evinced great sur- 
prise at the disclosure and imme- 
diately denied ownership of the 
trunk and the suitcase. 

John Layne, who is in the Coun- 
sel-General’s office of the Internal 
Revenue Bureay, said that he had 
net been Representative Denison’s 
secretary “for nine years, and I 
was not with Mr. Denison on his 
trip to Panama.” 

He added that records of the 
Treasury Department “will show 
that I was not out of Washington 
in January.” 4 

“I flatly deny any connection 
with the case.”

Judge Butler Sustains De- 
murrer to Charge Against 
Former Smoke Commis- 


‘DEFENDANT TO 
BE REINSTATED 


Prosecutors in Conference 
on Disposition of Similar 
Charges Pending Against 
Others. 


The charges of misconduct in of- 
fice against Robert R. Gordon, for- 
mer Smoke Commissioner, was dis- 


missed by Judge butler in Court 
of Criminal Correction at the con- 
clusion of State's testimony today. 
In discharging the jury, Judge But- 
ler said: “I think the State has 
fallen down completely; there was 
no evidence to indicate misconduct 
in office. 

Shortly after the dismissal, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Steininger 
announced that Gordon would be 
reinstated in the $4000-a-year of- 
fice from which he was suspended 
four months ago following his in- 
dictment. 

When the State rested at 2 
o'clock, defense counsel submitted 
a demurrer on the grounds that all 
but one of the witnesses had de- 
scribed incidents which occurred 
more than a year ago; that the 
statute of limitations governing 
misdemeanors forbade prosecution 
for offenses more than a year old, 
and that testimony as to actions by 
Gordon outside of his office hours 
did not prove misconduct in office. 


Judge Butler sustained the _ re- 
murrer. 
Other Cases Pending. 
Immediately after the ruling, 


Prosecuting Attorney Schweitzer 
and the special prosecutors in the 
case went into conference to de- 
cide the disposition of misconduct 
charges pending against Tlreodore 
T. Hamilton, former Chief Deputy 
Inspector, and Frank Altman and 
John J. Kellogg, members of the 
city’s Board of Engineers. George 
L. Reno, Chief Inspector of Boilers 
and Elevators, recently was tried, 
acquitted and reinstated in office. 

State’s testimony against CGor- 
don was intended to show that sta- 
tionary engineers were required to 
enroll in Gordon's private evening 
school and pay fees ranging from 
$150 to $250 before they could ob- 
tain licenses from the Doard of 
Engineers. Four engineers who 
had been used in the Reno trial re- 
peated testimony that they paid 
Gordon and received lists of ques- 
tions and answers, with little or 
no actual instruction. 

August Benne, the only witness 
whose testimony came within the 
statute of limitations, according to 
demurrer, testified that he “learned 
all he ever knew about stationary 
engineering” from Gordon, disa- 
greeing with the other State’s wit- 
nesses. 

A Friendly Witness. 

Benne said he studied engineer- 
ing under Gordon six or seven 
years ago and then in 1928, when 
he wanted a license, he consulted 


his former teacher. Gordon 
charged him $150, he said, prom- 
ised to “stick with him,” -and 


coached him two or three hours a 
night for several weeks before he 
was licensed last Jan. 24. 

Ernst J. Boehmer, a member of 
the examining board in 1926, tes- 
tifled that Gordon sat in at meet- 
ings and attempted to question ap- 
plicants until board members pro- 
tested and he was instructed to 
stay away. 

Paid $150 for Question List. 

Edgar E. Finner testified that in 
April, T1928, a license was refused 
him after Reno, as chairman of 
the board, asked him one question 
which he said “nobody couid 
answer.” On objection by defense 
counsel, he was not permitted to 
repeat his previous statement that 
Reno referred “him to Gordon's 
stenographer, testifying instead 
that he consulted a young woman 
in Gordon's office who gave him 
Gordon's home telephone number. 

Gordon, he related, charged him 
$150 for a list of questions. “I 
didn’t study them.” he deciared. 
“I read them over and saw that 
I knew all the answers. I went be- 
fore the board again and got my 


license in five minutes after 
answering three questions. 

Raiph J. Tinley said a license 
was refused him in 1927, after

From Ship, Ice-Bound 
Off Siberia, Whose Pas- 


sengers He Was Rescuing 


By the Associated Press. 

NOME, Alaska, Nov. 19.—Prep- 
arations for an aerial expedition to 
go to the aig of Carl Ben Elelson, 
Arctic aviator, whose wrecked 
plane was reported seen on the’ 


ce-bound coast of Siberia nine days 
ago, were being made at Teller, 
Alaska, today by his companion 
flyer, Frank Dorbrandt. 

Word that the wreckage of Biel- 
son’s plane had been sighted 60 
r iles from the ice-bound fur trad- 
ing ship Nanuk, whose passengers 
and cargo Eielson and Dorbrandt 
had been removing to Alaska by 
air, reached here yesterday but 
there was no information about “re 
explorer himself. 

Since news of the wreck came 
by radio from the Nanuk, it was 
presumed that natives traveling 
along the coast with dog teams had 
sighted Eielson’s plane and had 
taken word to the ship. A me- 
chanic n.med Borland was with 
Eielson when the explorer last was 
heard from. 

Conditions for rescue work were 
reported to be adverse, with a bliz- 
gard raging at Teller. 

Dorbrandt and  LEielson 
ha made one trip from the Alaska 
mainland to the Nanuk and return, 
bringing six of the ship's passen- 
gers and loads of furs. 

Another vessel, the Russian ice- 
breaker Stavrapol, is frozen in not 
far from the Nanuk. 

Eielson, a veteran air mail pilot 
of the North, gained fame when 
he and George Hubert Wilkins, 
British explorer, flew over the un- 
charted “blind spot’’ of the Arctic 
from Point Barrow, Alaska, to 
Spitzbergen. Wilkins subsequen‘ly 
was knighted. ,

He iostired from Congress in 
1°21 to return to legal practice in 
Chicago, but emerged from private 
life when the Hoover’ presidential 
campaign began last year. 

In the days preceding the Kan- 
sas City convention he served 48 
Western manager for Mr. Hoover 
and after the latter's nomination 
had the important task of swing- 
ing the Middle Western farmers 
to the Republican standard. 

His appointment as Secretary ¢T 
War came as recognition -of ‘te 
part he played in’ Mr. Hoov2r's 
@ampaign. To the Wer <Depart- 
ment he took a thorough 
knowledge of the needs gf the 
army, gained’ through his experi- 
ence on the House Appropriations 
Committee when he specialized in 
the allotment of funds for the na- 
tional defense. 

In Charge of Gantcsineubvapects: 

His familiarity with the Missis- 
sippi Valley, too, stood him in good 
stend, since to his department was 
given charge over the inland wat- 
terway system the development of 
which is an important project of 
the Hoover administration.

ESIDES being familiar with 
the needs of the War Depart- 
ment, Secretary Good was of

counselor in matters dealing with 
legislation, particularily government 
financial affairs. While in Congress 
he had been one of the principal 
sponsors of the budget system and 
was able to advise the President 
on questions of centralizing Gov- 
ernment expenditures. 

Like President Hoover, Mr. Good 


'was a native of Iowa, having been 


born at Cedar Rapids, Sept. 24, 
1866. After being graduated from 
Coe College and the law schoo' of 
the University of Michigan he en- 
tered the practice >i law. In 1906 
he was elected ty. his first public 
office, City-Attorney of Cedar Rap- 
ids. 

With the entrance of the United 
States in the World War:in 1917, 
Mr. Good in Congress led the fight 
in the House against the opponents 
of the national defense act and 
successfully sponsored two amend- 
ments “to put teeth in it.” 

One amendment provided for the 
Government’s use of private facili- 
ties for the manufacture of muni- 
tions and armaments, while the 
other went further in providing 
that the Government could take 
over a plant, if its owner refused 
to give the Government preference 
in orders during time.of war. The 
latter was regarded as the first 
move toward the conscription of 
‘industry in time of war. 

Sponsored Higher Army Pay. 

Mr. Good also sponsored the 
move to increase the pay of private 
soldiers and sailors from $15.50 a 
month to $30. When opponents of 
the measure @ried to reduce the 
figure, the Iowan declared in the 
House: 

“Let us not make this a _-rich 
man’s war and a poor man’s fight. 
There has beén no ‘no give and 
take,’ it has been ali ‘take’—take 
from the pay of the common sol- 
diers of the United States.” 

Although he claimed ‘that golf 
was his only sport. Mr. Good sel- 
dom played the game. When his 
two sons were young he found his 
principal recreation in playing with 
them. At the time of his appoint- 
ment as Secretary of War, one of 
his boys, then 7 years old, had set 
up a boxing ring im the cellar of 
their home &t Mvauston, Ill. Hear- 
ing of his father’s selection to that 
important post, the boy said to 
him: 


“You have been holding out on 
me. You're going to be Secretary 
of War.

UP TOGRAND WRY 


| County Pesqecntor Wants 


to Find Out How Loot 
Was Returned to Andrew 
W. Johnson and Party. 


A grand jury investigation has 
been ordered by Prosecuting At- 
torney Castlen of the robbery of 


Mr. and Mrs. Andrew W. Jo n, 
16 Portiand place, and their guests, 
Mr, and Mrs. J. Frederick Byers 
of Pittsburg. from whom jewelry, 
which they valued at $78,500, was 
taken on Nov. 10 by robbers who 
returned it, according to a Chicago 
insurance adjuster, four days after 
the holdup without the payment 
of any money. 

“This crime demands a thorough 
grand jury investigation,”” said 
Castlen, “and we are going into all 
phases of it, including the mysteri- 
ous return of the jewelry. We have 
no information from the Sheriff 
Or any’ other agency at work on 
the case and all we know is what 
we read in the newspapers. 

“Witnesses who will be called Dy 
the grand jury now in session ih St. 
Louis County will include victims 
of the robbery and the Chicago in- 
surance adjuster who recovered the 
jewelry. While we have no au- 
thority to force attendance of the 
insurance adjuster from another 
state and of Mr. and Mrs. Byers of 
Pittsburg. I am inviting them by 
letter to come and aid the State 
in an effort to apprehend the crim- 
inals.”’ 

Gerk Calls on Miller. 

Chief of Police Gerk today said 
he conferred yesterday with Circuit 
Attorney Franklin Miller to deter- 
mine what steps can be taken to 
have W. J. Colford, the Chicago 
insurance adjuster, brought to St. 
Louis for questioning by the police. 

“We would like to know how 
Mr. Colford recovered the jewelry 
and whether he paid any money,” 
said Chief Gerk. “We also want 
to know whether he recovered the’ 
jewelry in the city or the county. 
{ do not know Mr. Colford; have 
never seen him, and would not care 
to comment on his statement until 
{ have talked to him personally.” 

Gerk added that Circuit Attorney 
Miller would advise him later if it 
is possible to bring Colford to 5t 
Louis. 

The Johnson party was return- 
ing to the Johnson home at 5 a. m. 
from a Saturday night dinner dance 
at the Bridlespur Hunt Club when 
they were stopped on a country 
road by robbers in another car. 
The following Friday, Colford. ac- 
companied by Samuel W. Fordyce, 
Johnson’s attorney, returned the 
jewelry to Johnson, with the ex- 
ception of one fring valued at 
$2700. apparently held out by the 
robbers. 

Colford’s Statement. 

In his Chicago office Colford 
told the Post-Dispatch he received 
information in Chicago two days 
after the robbery that, if he would 
go to St. Louis and register at the 
Lennox. Hotel, a man would get 
in touch with him by telephone 
“about the robbery.” 

Colford did as iastructed, he 
said. and met a man by appoint- 
ment, at a place he would not 
name. This man handed him the 
stolen jewelry. He asserted he did 
not know this man and feared his 
life would be endangered, if he 
told more of the circumstances of 
the recovery. 

Colford is employed by Toplis & 
Harding, national insurance adjust- 
ers. N. J. Tierney, manager of the 
Chicago office and Colford’s su- 
perior, said all he knows is what 
Colford reported to him, which 
was substantially what Colford told 
the Post-Dispatch ‘correspondent, 
Tierney said. Tierney added his 
firm would pay a substantial re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction, 
of the robbers. He valued the jew- 
elry recovered at $30.000. Prose- 
cutor Castlen said Tierney would be 
& prospective grand jury witness. 

The grand jury, of which Louis 
Egan, president of Union Electric 
Light and Power Co.. is foreman, 
will take up the jewelry robbery, 
according to Castlen, as soon as a 
murder case now. under considera 
tion fs disposed of. 

In a roundup after the robbery 
police held four men, who were 
released on bonds of $20,000 each. 
They. were Sylvester Baldwin,

Last Spring. . 

United States District Attorney 
George E. Q. Johnson said the set- 
tlement was made by Murray last 
spring, the transactions being han- 
dled at Washington by Grant Mil- 
ler, chief postal inspector, who died 
in Washington yesterday: 

The Rondeut robbery occurred 
as the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul fast mail train No. 57 was 
pulling out of Chicago with large 
shipments of money and securities 
for the Northwest. Near Rondont 
two men overpowered the engine 
crew, and the train was brought to 
a stop near a deserted crossroad. 

Robbers sprang from along the 
tracks and forced an entrance to 
the mail car with tear bombs. All 
sacks containing valuable ‘mail 
were thrown into waiting automo- 
biles. Members of the train crew 
opened fire as the robbers fled, and’ 
one of the gang was wounded. 

Wounded Robber Confessed. 

The wounded robber, Joe New- 
ton, was found the next day at the 
home of Weiter McComb, and con- 
fessed. While police were guard- 
ing the house, Murray appeared 
and was arrested. 

Ramifications of the plot led to 
Texas and Oklahoma, and from 
statements by Newton and Mrs, 
McComb, the Government round- 
ed up the entire gang, including 
Newton's brothers, Jesse, Willis 
and Wylie. former cowboys, and 
the gang leader, Brent Glasscock. 
Later Fahy was apprehended when 
he attempted to communicate with 
Murray. 

All confessed except Murray, 
Fahy and McComb. The first two 
were convicted, McComb was ac- 
quitted. 

Glasscock surrendered $900,000 
as his share of the loot. Herbert 
Holliday, another member of the 
gang, turned over $106,000, and the 
Newtons readily surrendered their 
shares, and were given compara- 
tively short penitentiary sentences.

Of Aldermen Favor Adopting 
Cleveland Assessment System 


Nolte and Neun Doubt Possibility of Increas- 
ing Tax Rate to Meet Need of More Rev- 
enue—Estimate Board to Discuss Topic. 


The Cleveland plan of scientific- 
ally equalized tax assessments, as 
a@ means of providing more revenue 
for the St. Louis city treasury, will 


be discussed by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment at its 
next meeting, Friday. Two of the 
three members of the Board. 
Comptroller Nolte and: President 
Neun of the Board of Aldermen, 
said today that they would bring 
the matter up. 

Mayor Miller, presiding member 
of the Board of Estimate, was not 
present at the dinner at Hotel 
Coronado Friday night, attended 
by Nolte and Neun, at which John 
A. Zangerle, Cieveland assessment 
expert, told of the plan he has 
placed in effect as auditor of Cuy- 
ahoga County, O. A report of 
Zangerle’s speech and tHe ensu- 
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ing discussion was furnished to 
the Mayor, who said he intended 
to read it. 

City Assessor Gehner, who was 
not at the Zangerle dinner, said 
today that he was studying the 
report of the spee¢h, and would 
make a statement about it shortly. 

How to Raise More Revenue. 

“Mr. Zangerle made it plain,” 
said Comptroller Nolte, “that 
Cleveland has a better system of 
equalizing real estate assessments 
than we have. The dfstribution of 
district maps, showing assessments 
by blocks, gives more _ effective 
publicity than does our method, by 
which the citizen must come to 
City Hall and look through files 
and records to get information. 

“We must have more revenue 
for the city, and I have little hope 
of getting it by an increase of the 
municipal tax limit, which would 
require amendment of the State 
constitution. I don’t believe the 
voters of either city or the State 
could be persuaded to vote for 
such an increase. Equalization of 
assessments is desirable in itself, 
aside from the question of more 
revenue, and I believe there is 
room for it here. Some assessments 
to my knowledge have been too 
high, others too low.”’ 

President Neun agreed that some- 
thing would have to be done, and 
that there -was only a remote 
chance of getting the tex rate lim- 
it increased by statewide vote. 


“I was impressed by the Cleve- 
land method of issuing sectional 
maps showing everyone at a glance 
what his neighbor's assessment is,” 
Neun said. “It gives a feeling of 
fairness and equality which makes 
for cheerful taxpaying. The meth- 
od of arriving at building valua- 
tions also seemed a very accurate 
and satisfactory one. The Board 
of Estimate will take up the plan 
in detail, and will consider also the 
present methods of assessment 
here.” 

One Objertion. 

Both Nolte and Neun mentioned, 
as a possible objection to increased 
assessments, that such an increase 
would provide not only more oity 
taxes, but more State taxes. As- 
sessments, in relation to property 
value, are lower in other parts of 
Missouri than in St. Louis, offi- 
cials say, and the proposed increase 
here, without a similar rise else- 
where in the State. would make the 
city pay a still larger proportion 
of the State’s general property 
taxes than it does already. St 
Louis now pays about 40 per cent 
of these taxes, and a higher pro- 
portion of the total State income 
tax. 

The Cleveland plan, or any other 
new method of assessment valua- 
tion, could be adopted by the as- 
sessor without requiring any legis- 
lation by the Board of Aldermen. 
The Assessor, however, would not 
make any important change with- 
out consulting the Board of Esti- 
mate. Any expense incurred in in- 
stalling a new system would re- 
quire the approval of the Board 
of Estimate. 

The primary purpose of assess- 
ment revision at this time would 
be to bring city revenues up to 
annual budget requirements. In 
the last 10 fiscal years, there have 
been eight deficits in city revenue, 
ranging from $24,000 to more than 
$1,000,000. Tre deficit shown last 
April was $1,085,000, including 
$500,000 advanced for completion 
of the Courthouse, which the city 
treasury may recover, by repay- 
ment from a future bond issue. The 
Comptroller’s policy is to curtail 
expenditures of city departments 
and institutions, to prevent increase 
of deficits, and such a policy of 
curtailment is now being pursued.

Debate on Cotton Rates. 


Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, had advocated adoption 
of a Finance Committee provi- 
sion to establish a minimum duty 
of 65-100 of one cent per number 
unbleached cotton 
cloths. 

Such action, Walsh said, would 
increase existing duties on cloths 
with finer count yarns, or those 
between counts of 30 and 70. The 
House action, he added, while at- 
tempting to remedy the situation, 
had actually reduced the’ protec- 
tion where it was most needed. In- 
cluded in the 30 to 70 count cloths, 
he said, would be Znglish broad- 
cloth shirts, of which there have 
been increasing importations. 


Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said it would be scandalous 
for the Senate to increase duties on 
cotton textiles when, under exist- 
ing rates. wages in textile mills 
have decreased and hours of labor 
increased. 

Senator George of Georgia 
agreed that wages were not suffi- 
cient, both in Northern and South- 
ern mills, but contended the in- 
dustry was depressed and came 
within the President's tariff 
recommendations. 

Nightgowns of Yesteryear. 

Senator Norris of Nébraska told 
the Senate that “a woman dressed 
in the most fashionable way now- 
adays has on fewer clothes than 
her grandma had on when she 
went to bed.” 

The Nebraskan contended the 
little clothing now worn was re- 
sponsible for the textile depression 
rather than a lack of tariff protec- 
tion. 


Approval was given a committee 
amendment to increase slightly 
the duty on plain cotton cloths by 
providing a minimum’ rate of 
55-100ths of 1 cent per average 
number per pound. 

The Senate then rejected com- 
mittee amendments increasing du- 
ties on printed. dyed or colored 
cotton cloths. and agreed to the 
increased rates in the House bill of 
16 per cent ad valorem on these 
cloths when containing yarn the 
average number of which does not 
exceed number 90, and, in addi- 
tion. for each number 35-100ths of 
1 per cent The present rate on 
these cloths is 15 per cent and in 
addition. for each number, 6-16th 
of 1 per éent. 

In place of the committee rate 
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of 51% per cent on printed cloth 
exceeding yarns above number 90, 
the House rate of 47% per cent 
was agreed to. The present rate 
is 40 per cent. 

Chairman Smoot of the Finance 
Committee during the debate 
termed “absurd” the figures re- 
cently presented by Norris Rep.), 
NebrasKa, showing that tariffs on 
Eastern manufactored commodities 
cost the American people billions 
of dollars. Smoot said the figures 
were prepared by the Fair Tariff 
League, adding that they carried 
“their own condemnation.” 


He asserted government statis- 
tics showed prices of manufactured 
commodities had declined under 
the protective tariff and asserted 
he could not understand the cur- 
rent opposition to industrial pro- 
tection, since to cripple domestic 
industries would destroy the farm- 
ers’ “best and highest priced mar- 
kets.’’ 

Amendments Killed. 


After considerable debate during 
which Wheeler (Dem.) Montana, 
said he would demand a roll call 
if necessary to defeat every com- 
mittee increase in the textile 
schedule, the Senate rejected, 50 to 
26, proposals to levy rates, in ad- 
dition to the regular cloth duties, 
of 10 per cent on permanent fin- 
ished organdies, 25 per cent on 
cloth woven with printed warp 
}yarn or thread, and 10 per cent 
on cloths printed by the relief 
method. 

Without a record vote a propo- 
sal to provide a minimum duty on 
organdies and cretonnes of 5 cents 
a pound then was disapproved. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment eliminating House incyeases 
and restoring the present duty of 
25 per cent ad valorem on tire fab- 
ric. 

Adjournment Forecast. 

Adjournment of the special ses- 
sion Friday night for a week's re- 
cess before the regular session, 
which opens Dec. 2, was predicted 
today in several quarters. 

Enough votes for adoption of the 
adjournment resolution were 
claimed, even with the combined 
opposition of the Western Repub- 
lican independents and the “young 
guard” Republican regulars.

LORD PARMOOR’S COMMENT

Question Will Be Approached 
Sympathetically by Britain, 
He Declares.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Lord Par-

ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY 
HOST TO 100 HOMELESS 


The Most Rev. Cosmo Gordon Lang 
Encourages Unemployed Not 
to Give Up. 
By the Ac sociated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—One hundred 
homeless men, gathered during the 
night by the church army office 
from the dark arches of Waterloo 
Bridge and the Thames embank- 
ment, had breakfast today with the 
Most Rev. Cosmo Gordon Lang, 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The 
Archbishop’s guests were of all 
ages, from a Devonshire man of 65 
to a lad of 16. 

Relying on his experiences when 
Bishop of Stepney of the great East 
London area, the Archbishop was 
able to give the men a word of en- 
couragement. “Don't drift like a 
piece of wood in the Thames,” he 
said, “but when you get a chance, 
stick to it for all it is worth.” A 
church officer remarked that most 
of the men, though down, were by 
no means really “out.”

SEEKS TO REMOVE 100 UNUSED 
LAWS FROM FEDERAL CODE 


Ohio Congressman Would Rid 
Statutes of Obsolete Legislation 
Passed During Civil War. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. i19.—The 
~-ot legislative step to rid the re- 
codified United States code of laws 
of thousands of obsolete acts was 
taken yesterday when Chairman 
Fitzgerald of the House Revision 
of Laws Committee introduced a 
bill to eliminate more than 100 
laws affecting the War, Navy and 

Interior Departments. 

The Ohioan thinks the code. con- 
sisting of more than 5,000,000 
words, could be reduced a third in 
size by the eliminating of laws, some 
of which were passed during and 
after the Civil War, affecting na- 
tional defense and Indian affairs of 
those times.

This was Reed’s first address in 
the county and the opening of pub- 
lic discussion of the nature of the 
plan, which eventually will be laid 
before the voters. Reed, an author- 
ity on municipal government, has 
reached, no conclusion about the 
sort of™plan he will draft, but he 
pictured as one possibility a re- 
gional unit. or metropolitan area, 
combining the city and county as a 
new city of St. Louis but preserv- 
ing loca] autonomy for the present 
city and a group of county munici- 
palities. The central power would 
control services common for the 
whole district. 

Sentiment Unchanged. 

Overland, a populous section 
which has thought considerably of 
incorporating itself, voted about 2 
to 1 for the 1926 plan of annexing 
the county to the city. The county 
as a whole voted that scheme down 
about 2 to 1, although St. Louisans 
favored it overwhelmingly. Last 
night Reed asked his audience of 
about 100 men and women. some 
questions in an effort to learn 
whether county sentiment had 
changed in three years. 

About 50 of them said they were 
county voters; about 35 voted on 
the 1926 proposal. Twelve ownel 
up to voting for annexation; 15 
were against it; one man said he 
wouldn’t tell. None who had voted 
“yes” would vote “no” on the same 
scheme now, and none who voted 
“no” would switch to “yes.” 

“T believe the city would hesitate 
to make an offer of out-and-out an- 
nexation again and attempt to give 
the whole county city services,” 
Reed declared. ‘The city would be 
in a state of constant bankruptcy 
for years if it attempted that. It is 
obvious that about half of the area 
of the county couldn't possibly be 
considered urban; it is not only ru- 
ral, but forest and wild land. 

“It would be possible to create a 
“greater city and county under the 
name of the city of St. Louis. 
Though I don't attach so much im- 
portance to that phase, this would 
give the city a higher census rating. 
That central government could be 
given certain functions to perform 
which relate to the whole area.” 


Central Government Duties. 


Among these functions, Reed 
enumerated planning and zoning 
control, transportation and high- 
ways, parks and recreation—*“there 
is practically no park in the coun- 
ty except in University City,” he 
said; “no open space reserved 
‘against building except cemeteri¢s 
and golf courses”—outer parks, 
sewers and other sanitary meas- 
ures, water supply. hospitals.and 
public health administration and 
police. The seven sewer districts 
are admirably adapted to building 
sewers for the populous part of the 
county, Reed asserted, but not for 
permanent maintenance of the sys- 
tem and inevitable future provision 
for sewerage purification. 

“In the central government,” the 
professor continued, “functions of 
the County Court (administrative 
body) would disappear. Naturally, 
powers would be left to St. Louis 
and the existing county municipali- 
ties, at least the larger and older of 
them entitled best to continue in 
existence, and new municipalities to | 
be formed throughout the county. 
We might apply the existing Mis- 
souri township law to organize the 
outlying, unincorporated townships. 
It would be necessary to centralize 
the assessing machinery and the 
tax-coliecting machinery.

An Income Tax Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
OFFER the following suggestion as & 


possible lead to a better plan for as- 
sessing State income taxes than is now 
contemplated: 3 

‘Secure through Congress the addi- 

tion to the Federal income tax law of 
proviso similar in purpose to that now 
part of the Federal inheritance tax law, 
which encourages the retention by the 
states of 80 per cent of the tax as as- 
sessed under the Federa! law, which 
proviso, as will be remembered, recent- 
ly enabled our State treasury to col- 
lect from the Paul Brown estate about 
$1,250,000 which otherwise would have 
been paid into the Federal treasury. 

It would not be possible for Congress 
to allow the same percentage on income 
as on inheritance taxes, but we might rea- 
sonably ask 25 or 30 per cent, which 
would bring us in from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 a year. 

The suggestion seems so simple and 
logical that the first reaction may easily 
be fear of a catch. However, it cannot 
be disputed that the plan works very sat- 
isfactorily to the states—except perhaps 
¥Florida—in the matter of inheritance 
taxes and there is no reason to believe 
that it would not in the case of the in- 
come taxes. If, as is generally agreed, the 
income tax is the fairest that can be lev- 
jed, and to meet the needs of the states 
more revenue must be raised, then the 
suggested plan would encourage the states 
to make the levy uniform in all (which is 
precisely the effect of the Federal inher- 
itance tax law) and would do away with 
the argument about driving capital from 
any state to some other. 

I bring the suggestion to the market 
place of ideas, which is your columns, #0 
that your readers (including. of course, 
Gov. Caulfield and the Survey Commis- 
sion) may criticise it and point out the 
objections which I have overlooked.

A recent check-up of Sing Sing 
showed that 65 per cent of the convicts left school 
before the eighth grade, and 16 per cent had had no 
training beyond the elementary grades. Except a 
small minority they had no trade. Unequipped for 
the job of earning a living they gravitated into crime.

been Warden of Sing Sing since 1920. Altogether, 
he has had 25 years of experience as a prison ad- 
ministrator. He believes that lack of education is 
the source of most of our crime. His is an informed 
opinion which necessarily commands respect. 

Another item of corroborative evidence was of- 
fered. In a state, nt named, it was found that of 
5800 students in the correspondence courses conduct- 
ed by the State University, 1200 were prisoners in 
the penitentiary. “That state,” said Mr. Lawes, “is 
paying a long-deferred debt to those men.” 

The remedy is education. -Ample school facilities 
for children, with the kind of instruction modern 
conditions demand, Mr. Lawes is strong for vocation- 
al training. He thinks it a grave mistake—crime 
were not too harsh a word-—* let a pupil leave 
school at any age without some special preparation 
for a definite occupation. 

With crime a problem of such magnitude and mo 
mentum as to move President Hoover to admonish 
the country and to appoint a commission to investi- 
gate the situation, Mr. Lawes’ address is of national 
interest. It is an especially timely message to Mis- 
souri, concerned as this State now is with setting its 
house in order. ° 

The Survey Commission appointed by Gov. Caul- 
field has, among other things, described the urgent 
school needs of rural Missouri. It isn’t news to any 
of us. We have all known about it for a long time. 
But it is now officially recorded. We can no long- 
er shut our eyes to the wrong we are doing the chil- 
dren of Missouri, nor, in self-respect, longer post- 
pone doing our duty. We have got to provide money 
in millions to give the children of Missouri a fair 
chance. Yet, from the consideration of money alone, 
leaving justice, decency and honor out of it, it is 
cheaper for us to provide and properly maintain ade 
quate schools, than not to do so. For the monetary 
cost of crime is hardly calculable. 

We must choose between providing adequate 
schools or maintaining more and bigger peniten- 
tiaries and reformatories besides paying the enor- 
mous toll which crime levies. That is the alternative 
before every state. In Missouri, thanks to a Gover- 
nor who has had the courage to face realities and 
will, we trust, not be afraid to face the cost, the ques- 
tion is, so to speak, a special order of business.

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SHAKSPEARE IN HOLLYWOOD. 

Film theater customers who have seen Hollywood's 
venture into Shakspeare, the Fairbanks-Pickford ver- 
sion of “The Taming of the Shrew,” have expressed 
more doubts about the slapstick element of the movie 
than about the mutilation of the plot.

THE POISON OF POWER. 

When King Alexander of Jugo-Slavia established 
a dictatorship early this year considerable sympathy 
was felt for his movement, even by those who decry 
such drastic usurpation of constitutional liberty. Al- 
exander’s relatively new kingdom was hard beset by 
parliamentary disagreement: the Slavs were for the 
Slavs, the Croats for the Croats, the Slovenes for 
the Slovenes. Chaos resulted, a shot was fired in 
Parliament, one of the party leaders died. Dictator- 
ship seemed the only means to save the nation, and 
though Alexander’s dictator, Zivkovitch, enjoyed no 
reputation for liberality, the King’s record for democ 
racy was so high that his dictatorship was looked 
upon as a Balkan panacea. 

It now seems to prove otherwise. A special court has 
sentenced a physician, Dr. Milan Simitch, to 10 years 
for lese majesty and to an a@ditional year for in- 
sulting Gen. Zivkovitch. It is not the first sentence 
of the kind. Last June a former Croatian Deputy 
was sentenced to six months’ imprisonment for pro 
posing that Alexander restore the constitution. So 
it goes.

Pascual Ortiz Rubio, mewly elected President of 
Mexico, is a disciple of ex-President Calles and the 
late Gen. Obregon. As such, he is expected to carry 
on the work of consolidating the reforms for which 
the Mexican revolution of 1910 was fought. Coun- 
ter-revolutionary disturbances delayed until 1920, 
when Obregon took the presidential office, the ef- 
fectiveness of the revolutionary program, but since 
then much progress has been made toward its ful- 
fillment. 

Disorder at the polls was to be expected. There 
are disaffected elements in Mexico that still yearn 
for the “good old days” when Mexico was a collec 
tion of feudal estates in the hands of 10,000 fami- 
lies who formed a ruling caste under the reactionary 
regime of Porfirio _Diaz. It could not be expected 
that they would permit a presidential election to pass 
without endeavoring to embarrass a government 
whose policy is to lift the Mexican masses from the 
poverty and ignorance which has been their lot, and 
to smash the last vestiges of the old order. 

Compared with the last election, -however, this 
one was comparatively peaceful, indicating that the 
reactionary forces are rapidly losing strength and 
public confidence. Rioting at the polls was the ex- 
tent of the disorder—and even in so advanced a 
country as the United States that is a common phe 
nomenon. Absent was any couater-revolutionary 
movement as serious as those led by Generals Gomez 
and Serrano just before Obregon’s second victory in 
1927, and at all times the Government was in com- 
plete control of the situation. 

Settlement of the difficulties with the church has 
robbed the reactionary forces of their last weapon, 
while the enlightened efforts of the Government to 
improve agricultural methods, extend education. put 
the country on a sound financial footing, and so on, 
have seemingly made its position impregnable. Under 
the circumstances, it is futile for the partisans of 
Vasconcelos, candidate of the Anti-Reelectionist 
party, to say that “Mexico has failed in the field of 
democracy.” That is pure rubbish. What Mexico 
is doing, under the Obregon-Calies-Pertes Gil-Rubio 
succession, is preparing for a democracy which the 
plight of its masses, enslaved for hundreds of years, 
ks yet makes it impossible for them to enjoy to the 
fullest extent. 

If President Rubio maintains the rate of progress 
established by his predecessors, we may look for- 
ward in a generation or two to a new Mexico, a 
literate, prosperous country of independent land- 
owners and thriving industries enjoying all the fruits 
of twentieth century civilization.

In this he 
not only mixes up his words in the best modernist 
manner, but he mixes up their letters as well. The 
new effusion, called “Work in Progress,” is running 
as a serial in the magazine “Transition,” and already 
has called forth several essays of appreciation, a 
prolegomena and an exegesis. It is impossible to 
describe, but a sample passage will show what the 
reader is up against: 


Sis dearest, Jaun added, with @ voise somewhit 
murky as he turned his dorse to her to pay court 
to it, melancholic this time whiles his onsaturn- 
cast eyes in stellar attraction followed swift to 
an imaginary stellaw, O, the vanity of Vanissy! 
This may be gibberish to the unschooled reader, 

but happily a glossary is available. A commentator 
gives these explanations of the passage: 


Voise: his voice, grown hoarse, suggests 
“noise;” Somewhit: a trifle less than “some- 
what;” Dorse: he turns his back on her to pay 
court to his voice; Onsaturncast: upward (to 
ward the planet), plus “uncertain;:” Stellaw: 
allusion to Dean Swift’s Stella; “Vanissy” con- 
tinues the motif. 

Here we have puns, allusions and what Lewis 
Carroll called “portmanteau words.” Im fact, the 
nonsense poem called “Jabberwocky” in “Alice in 
Wonderland” is full of such grotesqueries. For in- 
stance, Alice wanted to know what was meant by: 
“"Twas brillig and the slithy toves.” Humpty 
Dumpty explained that “brillig” meant 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, “toves” were creatures resembling 
badgers, lizards and corkscrews, and “slithy” came 
from “lithe and slimy.” 
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TAY PAY. 
In his last will and testament, “Memoirs of an Old 
Parliamentarian,” T. P. O'Connor has bequeathed the 
riches of a wonderful life to an appreciative world. 


Half a century in the House of Commons surely qual- 


ifies a man to identify himself as a parliamentarian, 
| but Tay Pay, as he was known and loved, was by 


an avocation. His Professiog was that of observer 
and chronicler, and in it he early won and held to 
the last a plade of rare distinction. 

The name of Parnell brings back to Irish memory 
the “old, unhappy, far-off times.” The name is the 
embodiment of tragedy. Tay Pay played his part 
in that poignant drama. But the implacability of 
Parnell, which dominated the Nationalist party move- 
ment and colored the speech and thought and bear- 
ing of his associates, seemed not to have influenced 
the youthful follower from Liverpool. Tay Pay could 
even then write his pieces in the perspective of the 
looker-on—recerd the events with the impartiality of 
the historian and with unfailing grace and charm. 
And even then his genius for friendship enabled him 
to live in cordial personal relations with the enemy. 

It was his philosophy that life was a great adven- 
ture, every mjmute of which was to be lived to the 
full. In his case there were 82 galloping years of it. 
He was about to receive bis art degree when Abra- 
ham Lincoln issued the emancipation proclamation. 
He was among the struggling hopeful of Ficet street 
when the thunders of Sedan rolled over the Second 
Empire. His childhood had been spent amid the 
cruelty of Ireland's poverty with which Parnell 


never relinquished finally flowered into reality in 
the treaty which certified the birth of the Irish Free 
State. He lived serenely and died triumphantly.

Repeats Previous Ruling.» 

“Did you ever hear ef any land 
being condemned that wasn’t con- 
demned?” the Court asked drily 
when an attempt was made to 
show that wording of the Govern- 
ment’s petitions brought flowage 
rights into right-of-way condem- 
nation. Judge Faris turned _ to 
John C. Dyott, special Government 
counsel. 

“Have you any objection,” he 
asked, “to striking out - any part 
that would quiet these dreams?” 

eOverruling the five demurrers 
touching this point, he held, as he 
has held before and as the. Post- 
Dispatch has repeatedly endeav- 
ored to make clear, that floodway 
land owners “‘stili have the’ river 
bank levee” and will ccntinue to 
have theoretically adequate pro- 
tection, regardless of any work on 
the setback levee, ‘‘until that has 
been converted into less protection 
by the fuse plug.” 

“If the Government seeks to cut 
down that levee and reduce the 
protection.” he, repeated, “I shall 
have no hesitation from enjoining 
any contractor or officer of the 
Government from touching that 
levee unti) condemnation suits have 
been brought and flowage_ rights 
compensated for. 

“These petitions limit the servi- 
tude to the 600-foot strip of the 
right-of-way. They leave’for the 
future the condemnation of land 
for flowage rights as part of the 
floodway. Other servitudes will be 
attended to as they arise.” 

“Unless I drop dead, or become 
dead in some other way.” he de- 
clared, ‘“‘the ruling of this court is 
always going to be that no land is 
affected by these suits except that 
required for the setback levee.” 

In refusing to delay the case for 
bondholders. he made it clear that 
he would consider no answer to 
the Government's petitions except 
attacking jurisdiction, the right of 
eminent domain, or the public pur- 
pose of flood control. 

He held, in overruling the de- 
murrer of Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co., that the Nght of emi- 


nent domain was inherent in the 


Federal Government. 

“It is not found in any of the 
17 specific grants or in the eight- 
eenth, the broad, general grant of 
power,” he said. “But it is settled 
that the right of eminent domain 
inheres in a sovereign, regardless 
of grant. In the Fifth amendment 
to the Constitution Thomas Jeffer- 
son recognized that power and at- 
tempted to limit it by saying that 
private property could not be taken 
without due process of law. 

“It does not depend on the ca- 
price of the State. and ddes not re- 
quire a Legislative act of the State. 
Statutes numerously passed by the 
Legislature have conferred the 
right on the United States to get 
land. in the State of Missouri, as in 
the instances of Jefferson Bar- 
racks and the Federal Building in 
St. Louis, but I construe these 
not as granting the right of emin- 
ent domain, but as merely abdicat- 
ing the criminal jurisdiction of the 
State.” 

He held that control of Missis- 
sippi River floods was of a public 
nature as, of necessity, a national 
task, and that it might also come 
under the navigation and interstatc 
commerce clauses of the Constitu- 
tion. 

“I do not thiak there is any close 
analogy between the wetness of a 
flood and the aridity of @ Western 
desert,” he remarked of a cited 
case in which courts had barred 
the United States from handifng 
an trrigation project-between Kan- 
sas and Colorado. “There has al- 
ways been considerable contradie- 
tion between wetness and aridity.

ticipate in their second fight of 
the evening. | 

Charles Ornstein of Washington, 
D. C., was one of the delegates at- 
tacking the conduct of the Boston 
tourneys. It was Ornstein who 
made the recommendation for the 
dividing of the junior boxing 
tournament. 

Probst’s compromise offer to the 
conventicn was to divide the senior 
tournament and guaranteeing 
$5000 for the holding of four of 
the events here. 

The junior boxing was divided 
between Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
Cincinnati, the former getting the 
118, 135, 160 and 175 pound events, 
and the latter obtaining the 112, 
126, 147 and heavyweight classes.

The Committee on Women’s Ath- 
letics, in a report to the conven- 
tion, called attention to the inter- 
national women’s track and field 
Championships to be held at 
Prague, Czecho-Slovakia, next 
September, and recommended that 
the A. A. U. send a team to the 
meeting. — 

Yesterday was devoted to the 
adoption of committee reports, one 
of which concerned the use of 
starting blocks in sprint races. This 
question caused a sharp contro- 
versy but finally: the convention 
went on record as favoring the 
principle of foot starting blocks 
for sprinters. 

Simpson’s Mark Conditional. 

American delegates to the con- 
ference of the International Ama- 
teur Athletic Federation, to be held 
in Berlin next May, are expected 
to urge the adoption -of a standard | 
starting block. A proposal to make 
the use of the blocks optional in 
A. A. U. meets until an interna- 
tional decision is made was’ voted 
down. 

Because of this controversy, only 
conditional approval by the con- 
vention was accorded the 100-yard

Blocks Equalize Starting 
Conditions, St. Louis Man 
Who Invented Them Asserts 


Most of the controversy over the use of starting blocks in run- 
ning races which upset the delegates to the forty-first annual con- 
véhtion of the National A. A. U. now in session at Hotel Statler, is 
chargeable to a former St. Louisan, John Patrick Nicholson, track 
coach at Notre Dame University, formerly pf McKinley High School 


and Missouri U. 


For it was Nicholson’s idea that 
started all the trouble. Having 
coached many track teams in 
various parts of the country and 
noting the delay caused in meets 
by the necessity of runners digging 
holes in the track with their spikes, 
Nicholson decided that something 
should be done to speed up meets 
and make starting conditions uni- 
form. : 

He evolved the Nicholson start- 
ing block, a very simple device 
consisting of a T-shaped piece of 
wood, the length of which is 35 
inches and the width 18: inches, 
with anchor screws at each ex- 
tremity. 

On the long dimension of the T 
are -two clasps in which are set 
crescent-shaped blocks, attached by 
set-screws which may be adjusted 
to meet the desires of individual 
runners. The anchor screws. may 
‘be shortened to fit firmly into a 
hard floor surface or lengthened to 
provide a firm foundation in mud, 
Starting Conditions Made Uniform. 

Nicholson contends that his 
starting blocks give a runner an 
advantage on a wet track but only 
an even break under normal con- 
ditions. The chief merits he claims 
for it are the speed with which it 
may be operated and the uniform- 
ity of starting conditions which it 
provides. 

It was with this block that 
George Simpson of Ohio State 
made his record of 9.4 seconds for 
the '100-yard dash over which the 
record committee squabbled most 
of Sunday night, finally tabling the 
record to await a report from the 
Track and Field Committee as to 
the legality of the block. 

Lawson Robertson, chairman of 
the Record Committee, who 
coached the past two United States 
Olympic teams, claims that the 
starting block DOES aid a runner, 
but he believes that records made 
with their aid should be recognized 
pending the result of the Interna-

PROMISED myself—and the 
| readers of these articles—a lot 

of things, once my footgear and 
clothing were finished. One of 
them was how I make the every- 
day implements and weapons that 
a modern cave-man must have. 
Boys are particularly interested in 
the technique of bow and arrow 
making, for example. And what 
are men but big boys? What man, 
at some period in his life, has not 
wanted to make a bow and arrow? 
Or a pair of Indian moccasins? 
Or a raft? Or to hunt and trap 
animals? 

By the time I was li, years of 
age I had read all of Cooper’s 
Leather Stocking Tales and was 
the chief of my own Indian 
“tribe.” I was too young to make 
a bow and arrow, so my older 
brother made it for me. He also 
permitted me to fire a specially 
loaded charge from his old muzzle- 
loader when I was so small that 
I had to rest the barrel on a rail 
fence. That was a great day! 

Then, in the midst of my gram- 
mar-school days, came a time when 
it was necessary for me to go to 
work. And I have been hard at 
it ever since. This is the first 
opportunity I have had to play at 
being a boy for more than 25 
years! So, despite the scarcity of 
game, I like this cave-man life. I 
like to go through the deep woods, 
stepping softly and warily on the 
moss or the portages (trails), hop- 
ing that I will see a moose or a 
beaver, or even a muskrat. Or to 
set a course that will bring me to 
a steep bluff overlooking the 
Washimeska River, 
for an hour, 50 feet above the 
stream, watching the _§ stealthy 
movements of the furred and 
feathered folk. I like to come 
suddenly upon a red spruce, the 
foliage of which at this time of 
the year, paradoxically enough, is 
the color of the purest gold.

and arrow. The Indians used 
to cut their bow staves in February 
from green hickory, oak, ash, iron- 
wood, birch or hemlock. When 
roughly blocked out, the green 
Staves were rubbed with bear's 
grease and hung from the upper 
part of the tepee, in the smoke of 
the fire, until we] seasoned. It was 
impossible for me to do this; my 
bow is merely a piece of white oak, 
nore too well seasoned, although 
I keep it hanging near the ridge- 
pole of my shelter when not in 
use. 


The dimensions of my’small bow 
are 1% inches wide and 1% inches 
thick, tapering to three-quarters of 
an inch square at the ends. One 
end of the moose-hide bow-string 
is permanently fastened to the bow 
with a timber hitch and a loop is 
formed in the other end of the 
string so that the bow may be 
unstrung when not in use. The ar- 
rows are 28 inches long and three- 
eighths of an inch in diameter. The 
bow is 64 inches in length and is 
fairly accurate up to 80 yards. 


A great deal, of course, depends 
upon the “form” used in shooting 
the bow and arrow. The first three 
fingers of the right hand should be 
hooked about the string, one above 
and two below the shaft; the little 
finger and thumb do nothing. One 
should stand perfectly upright, left 
side toward the target, and heels 
12 or 15 inches apart. When the 
string is drawn back the right 
thumb should be at the corner of 
one’s mouth. One then sights 
along the arrow for direction, esti- 
mates the elevation necessary, 
holds the position for a second, re- 
leases the arrow by straightening 
the fingers holding the string, 
turns the back of the hand up- 
ward, still holding the thumb at 
the corner of the mouth, and holds 
that position until the arrow 
strikes. That is “good form.” 

My arrows are very carefully 
made, and afterward rolled indus- 
triously in a grooved piece of 
sandstone, in Meu of sand paper. 
The Indians used to cut their ar- 
row material in winter, tie the 
sticks in bundles wrapped tightly 
in elk-skin or rawhide, and hang 
them in the smoke of the tepee 
for months. Ifa_ finished arrow 
showed-a trace of crookedness, it 
was greased and held over the fire 
until it could easily be bent. And, 
once straightened, it stayed 
straight. My arrows, being only 
partly seasoned, require frequent 
straightening. My arrows are 
three inches longer than standard 
‘and are tipped with bone, there 
there being no flint or obsidian in 
this Quebec country. 


N making my fish spear I bor- 
rowed a design from the Eskimo.

mentary gaff, made of deer antler, 
on each side, supported by curved 
wooden braces lashed to the shaft. 

The secret of making a raft 
without nails or rope or even 
spruce roots, is to select fire-killed 
jack-pine standing timber about 10 
inches in diameter, and drag it 
down to the water’s edge. Make a 
Skidway leading to the water, and 
put five 20-foot logs upon it. Eight.~ 
een inches from the ends and in 
the middle (top side only) cut 
notches shaped like a pyramid 
with the top half cut away. Natu- 
rally, these must be of the same 
width, tapering slightly toward the 
port side of the raft. Now make 
a cross-piece approximately 54 
neches long and just widé enough 
to fit snugly into the five notches 
as it is driven home. A g00d size 
for the notches (and the cross- 
piece, of course) is four inches 
wide at the top, six inches’ at the 
bottom, and four inches thick. A 
sturdier wood than jack-pine should 
be used for the cross-pieces. When 
the three have been driven home. 
and the ends of each wedged, the 
craft is ready to launch. This can 
be done with a 10-foot sapling, 
used in the form of a crowbar, or 
peavy. 

My rabbit snares are the usual 
loops with a running noose at the 
end, such as every country boy sets 
in the fall, except that he uses 
wire, whereas I use moose-hide. 
The loop is about 3% inches in 
diameter and, since rabbits hop 
along, with their heads about four 
inches from the ground, the loop 
is placed in a well-worn runway at 
about that height, suspended from 
a twitch-up—a bent sapling #0 
notched as to fit into a peg driven 
into the ground at the side of the 
runway. The rabbit puts its head 
in the noose (sometimes), the jerk 
frees the twitch-up, and—if you 
are lucky—he is left dangling if 
the air.

‘ably due to a poor contact in the 


volume control. This may be due 
either to mechanical looseness be- 
cause of long wear or because of 
oxidation of the contact surface 
due to a long period of idleness. If 
the trouble is due only to the lat- 
ter cause as after the summer va- 
cation, it can often be corrected by 
turning the control knob back and 
torth several times so as to wear 
off the oxide coating that may have 
formed.
